Twenty  MWC  students  and  four  fac- 
ulty members  traveled  to  Portsmouth  on 
November  1 1  to  present  the  first  of  an 
AAUW  sponsored  series  of  programs 
called  "College  Arts  Festival."  The  event 
was  held  at  the  Westhaven  School  and 
the  MWC  guests  were  entertained  in  the 
homes  of  MWC  alumnae  and  AAUW 
members. 

The  Drama  dept.  presented  a  student- 
directed  one-act  play;  the  Music  dept. 
offered  solos  of  piano  and  voice;  there 
was  a  performance  by  the  Modern 
Dance  group;  and  the  Art  dept.  showed 
a  number  of  student  paintings  with 
commentaries  by  two  students. 

Faculty  members  who  accompanied 
the  students  were  Miss  Shirley  Cadle 
and  Dr.  Albert  Klein  (Drama)  ;  Mrs. 
Claudia  Read  (Dance)  ;  and  Mrs.  Dor- 
othy Van  Winckel  (Art) . 

The  following  are  excerpts  from  a 
letter  Frances  Farrell  Fletcher  '44  wrote 
to  Dr.  Alvey  about  the  evening:

I 
had  as  dinner  guests  in  my  home  two  of 
your  girls,  Katherine  Rogers  and  Patricia 
Ruffin,  and  they  quite  stole  my  heart  .  .  . 
They  are  surely  a  credit  both  to  their 
homes  and  their  college.  Thank  you 
again  for  giving  us  in  Portsmouth  such 
a  lovely  evening,  and  for  continuing  to 
keep  Mary  Washington  the  ideal  of  my 
fond  memories." 


AN  INVITATION 
TO  ALUMNAE 

This  is  an  invitation  to  all  alumnae 
from  the  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion at  MWC  to  attend  Loyalty  Night 
Convocation  which  will  be  held  in  GW 
Auditorium  on  March  11  at  7:00  p.m. 

At  this  time  the  students  will  honor 
the  alumnae  by  dedicating  the  program 
to  all  former  students  of  Mary  Washing- 
ton. The  program,  with  the  use  of 
slides,  songs,  and  dialogue,  is  planned 
around  reminiscences  of  life  at  MWC 
during  the  past  decades.  The  Senior 
Class  will  attend  in  formal  procession  in 
caps  and  gowns. 

Loyalty  Night  is  an  annual  formal 
convocation  begun  not  long  ago  and  is 
sponsored  by  Student  Government.  Its 
purpose  is  to  bring  to  the  attention  of 
the  students  the  importance  of  loyalty  to 
their  Alma  Mater.  It  is  hoped  that  many 
of  the  alumnae  will  attend  and  join  the 
students  in  this  expression  of  loyalty  to 
our  college.

THE  FARMHOUSE 

The  Alumnae  Association  has  become 
co-owner  with  three  faculty  members  of 
a  painting  which  was  exhibited  in  the 
8th  Exhibition  of  Modern  Art  at  MWC 
last  fall. 

Chancellor  Simpson  announced  that 
one-half  share  of  the  painting  "The 
Farmhouse,"  by  Julian  W.  Rix,  has  been 
purchased  from  the  Chancellor's  Un- 
restricted Fund  in  the  name  of  the 
Alumnae  Association.  The  other  half 
share  is  owned  by  Miss  Marguerite  Car- 
der, Miss  Mary  Ellen  Stephenson,  and 
Dr.  E.  Boyd  Graves. 

An  agreement  between  the  owners 
specifies  that  each  of  the  three  individ- 
uals will  have  possession  of  the  painting 
for  two  months  every  year  and  the  Alum- 
nae Association  will  have  it  for  six 
months  each  year.  When  an  owner 
leaves  the  Fredericksburg  area  or  dies 
his  share  comes  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Curator  of  the  College's  Permanent 
Art  Collection.  Should  the  Alumnae 
Association  dissolve  its  share  will  also 
come  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Curator. 

"The  Farmhouse,"  a  representational 
oil  painting,  17/2  x  23/2,  is  a  picture 
of  a  thatched-roof  building  done  in  yel- 
lows and  browns.  Mr.  Rix  was  a  self- 
taught  artist  who  was  born  in  Vermont 
in  1850  and  died  in  1903.    He  painted 


mainly  in  California,  New  Jersey,  Maine, 
and  New  York. 

When  Mr.  Binford  of  the  MWC  art 
department  was  asked  why  a  picture  of 
this  period  is  included  in  a  contempo- 
rary art  show,  he  explained  that  one  or 
two  works  of  older  painters  are  exhibited 
to  provide  contrast  and  to  illustrate  the 
development  of  art  over  the  years. 

COLLEGE  BUYS 
THREE  PAINTINGS 

MWC  continues  to  add  to  its  perma- 
nent collection  of  paintings  with  yearly 
purchases  of  works  from  the  Annual  Ex- 
hibition of  Modern  Art  held  each  fall  in 
the  DuPont  galleries.  At  the  same  time 
the  college  is  gaining  a  favorable  repu- 
tation in  the  art  world  because  of  these 
exhibitions  as  evidenced  by  the  number 
of  requests  for  back  catalogs  of  earlier 
exhibits,  requests  which  have  been  re- 
ceived from  galleries  both  in  this  coun- 
try and  in  Europe. 

Each  year  fifty-some  entries  for  the 
exhibitions  are  borrowed  from  New  York 
galleries  and  a  Jury  of  Awards  chooses 
the  paintings  which  the  college  pur- 
chases for  its  permanent  collection. 
Seventeen  paintings  have  been  selected 
from  the  past  eight  exhibitions  and  are 
on  display  at  various  places  on  the  cam- 
pus. (The  1959  purchase  painting, 
"View  From  the  Artist's  Window,"  by 


John  Twachtman,  hangs  in  Spotswood 
Alumnae  House.) 

The  Jury  of  Awards,  made  up  of 
members  of  the  faculty,  selected  three 
paintings  for  this  year's  purchase.  A 
watercolor,  "Trees,"  by  Norfolk-born 
Robert  A.  Parker,  age  36;  a  collage, 
"Collage  in  Yellow,"  by  39-year-old 
James  Grant  of  San  Francisco;  and  an 
oil,  "Nude,"  by  71 -year-old  Nicholas 
Vasileff  who  was  born  in  Russia  and 
now  lives  in  Roscoe,  N.  Y. 

EIGHT  BENEFIT 

FROM  ALUMNAE  FUND 

A  i960  graduate  of  MWC  has  become 
the  eighth  person  to  receive  financial  aid 
from  the  Alumnae  Scholarship  Fund 
established  in  June  1961. 

Bonnie  Martha  Davis  '60,  of  Arling- 
ton, N.  J.  was  notified  in  January  that 
she  is  being  awarded  funds  to  cover  the 
cost  of  tuition,  fees,  and  books  during  the 
second  semester  at  Rutgers  U,  where  she 
is  working  toward  a  graduate  degree  in 
sociology. 

The  Alumnae  Association  during 
Homecoming  activities  two  and  one-half 
years  ago  made  available  to  Chancellor 
Simpson  a  $5,000  grant  to  establish  a 
scholarship  fund  from  which  MWC 
graduates  or  persons  representing  Mary 
Washington  could  be  granted  funds  for 
graduate  or  special  work.  The  alumnae 
have  already  added  to  the  original  grant 
and  plan  to  make  periodic  contributions. 

The  first  recipient,  Sarah  Lacy  Powell 
'62,  has  completed  work  on  a  master's 
degree  at  Columbia  and  is  presently  an 
instructor  in  MWC's  Department  of 
English. 

Another  graduate,  Peggy  Kelley  Rein- 
burg  '58,  was  granted  an  award  to  study 
music  at  Northwestern  U.  She  is  cur- 
rently living  in  Richmond  and  is  sched- 
uled to  present  an  organ  concert  at 
MWC  on  Monday,  February  10,  as  part 
of  the  college's  "Little  Series." 

Two  other  students  granted  financial 
assistance  have  done  graduate  work — 
Edna  Weiss  Clemans  '60,  in  English  at 
the  UNC  and  Wendy  Joan  Shadwell  '63, 
in  art  history  at  Columbia. 

In  addition,  three  students  presently 
attending  the  college — senior  Carolyn 
Ann  Hawker  and  junior^  Abigail  Don- 
ald and  Anne  Everett — were  given  grants 
to  study  last  summer  at  the  Art  Students 
League  in  New  York. 
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NUTS  &  BOLTS 

A  little  publicized  aspect  of  alumnae 
work  that  is  seldom  heard  is  what  is 
sometimes  called  the  "nuts  &  bolts"  of 
our  program.  It  is  the  work  done  behind 
the  scenes  by  the  persons  you  have 
elected  and  their  committees  and  sub- 
committees. Work  done  by  unsung 
heroines  who  risk  neglecting  their  fami- 
lies and  jobs  to  attend  endless  meetings, 
make  phone  calls,  write  letters,  endure 
frustrations,  but  who  enjoy  the  satisfac- 
tion of  knowing  that  what  they  do  helps 
to  hold  the  association  together. 

All  through  the  year  some  group  is 
busily  planning  and  carrying  out  its  part 
of  the  program — work  on  Homecoming, 
Alumnae  Fund,  Alumnae  Council, 
Nominations,  Finances — to  name  just  a 
few.  Here  is  what  some  of  them  have 
been  doing. 

The  Executive  Committee,  made  up 
chiefly  of  the  officers  of  the  association, 
works  closely  with  these  groups  and  re- 
ports to  the  Board  of  Directors,  to  whom 
they  are  responsible.  On  October  1 1  and 
January  24  this  committee  met  at  Spots- 
wood  and  heard  detailed  reports  from  a 
number  of  sub-committees  and  the  ex- 
ecutive secretary. 

Homecoming 

Kathryn  Nicholas  Winslow,  chairman 
of  the  Homecoming  Committee,  re- 
ported that  her  group  began  to  make 
their  plans  early  last  fall.  Homecoming 
is  set  for  May  29,  30,  31,  1964.  Much 
work  has  been  done  on  reunions  and  a 
tentative  program  for  the  weekend  in- 
cludes an  Alumnae  College  and  a  lunch- 
eon program  featuring  the  50th,  25th, 
20th,  and  10th  reunion  classes.  The  next 
issue  of  the  Alumnae  News  will  carry 
the  complete  program  and  the  reserva- 
tion cards. 

Alumnae  Fund 

By  now,  if  you  have  read  your  Fund 
mail,  most  of  you  know  that  Marian 
Minor  is  in  charge  of  Annual  Giving. 
She  reported  that  there  will  be  three 
(possibly  four  if  needed)  appeals  mailed 
to  alumnae  in  the  63-64  drive.  Persons 
who  have  responded  to  one  of  these 
mailings  will  not  receive  subsequent 
ones. 

For  the  second  mailing  personal  notes 
were  hand  written  on  the  brochures  by 
representatives  of  the  various  classes, 
each  class  being  represented  by  from 
one  to  six  members,  depending  upon  the 


size  of  the  class.  Most  of  this  writing 
was  done  by  alumnae  recruited  from  the 
Richmond  area,  who  gathered  for  a 
Fund  Rally  at  the  Albert  H.  Hill  Junior 
H.  S.  in  Richmond  on  January  7. 
Seventy-one  persons  spent  several  hours 
writing  notes,  drinking  cokes,  eating 
cookies,  and  discovering  the  names  of  old 
acquaintances  in  the  packages  of  blue 
brochures.

Alumnae  Council 

On  October  12,  when  the  Alumnae 
Council  Committee  met  at  Spotswood, 
Chairman  Peggy  Kelley  Reinburg  led 
the  group  in  planning  the  organization 
and  work  of  the  Council.  This  Council 
is  a  new  venture  aimed  at  coordination 
of  chapter  activities  and  there  is  much 
work  yet  to  do  before  it  can  be  effective. 

The  following  chapters  were  repre- 
sented: Baltimore,  Norfolk,  Peninsula, 
Richmond,  Fredericksburg,  and  Mary- 
land-Suburban. 

Some  results  of  the  meeting  were  a 
revision  of  model  chapter  by-laws;  a 
suggestion  that  chapters  observe  March 
1 1  as  Loyalty  Night  to  coincide  with  the 
program  at  the  college;  a  request  that 
chapters  define  their  geographical 
boundaries ;  a  plan  to  assist  in  the  forma- 


tion of  new  chapters;  a  revision  of  chap- 
ter registration  forms;  a  definition  of 
election  procedures  for  council  officers; 
and  suggestions  for  chapter  program- 
ming and  chapter  activities. 

Admissions  Director  Michael  Hous- 
ton dropped  by  to  report  on  his  progress 
in  the  preparation  of  a  set  of  color  slides 
of  campus  scenes  for  the  use  of  the 
chapters.  He  has  enlisted  the  aid  of  Dr. 
Albert  Klein,  of  the  Drama  Dept.  to 
prepare  a  taped  running  commentary 
for  use  with  the  slides.  The  material 
may  possibly  be  ready  by  the  fall  of  1964. 

Four  other  visitors  were  welcomed. 
Three  student  recipients  of  grants  from 
the  Alumnae  Fund,  Anne  Everett  '65, 
Carolyn  Hawker  '64,  and  Abigail  Don- 
ald '65,  spoke  about  their  studies  at  the 
Art  Student's  League  in  NYC  last  sum- 
mer. They  showed  some  of  their  sketches 
and  answered  a  number  of  questions 
about  their  experiences  in  NY.  Sarah 
Lacy  Powell  '62,  who  received  a  grant 
from  this  same  fund  for  work  on  her 
MA  in  English  at  Columbia  and  who  is 
now  a  member  of  the  MWC  English 
Dept.,  told  the  alumnae  about  her  life 
in  graduate  school  and  her  work  on  her 
thesis  subject — Ezra  Pound. 

Space  does  not  allow  us  to  describe 
more  committee  work,  but  you  may  be 
sure  there  is  much  more  going  on  and 
there  is  much  to  do.    Any  volunteers?

IN  MEMORIAM

These  lines  are  writ- 
ten in  memory  of  my 
sister,  Fannie  Jenkins 
Donaldson,  who  passed 
away  unexpectedly  on 
December  12,  1963  in 
her  home  at  Morat- 
tico,  Lancaster  Co., 
Va.  She  was  buried  in  Arlington  National 
Cemetery  on  December  16. 

Born  at  historic  Edgehill,  Somers,  Va.,  on 
January  10,  1898,  she  was  one  of  seven  chil- 
dren of  George  and  Sarah  Doggett  Jenkins. 
She  lived  at  Edgehill  until  September  1916 
when  she  entered  Mary  Washington — then 
known  as  the  State  Normal  School  for 
Women.  There  she  studied  Home  Economics 
and  qualified  for  elementary  school  teaching. 
She  taught  five  years  before  her  marriage 
and  again  during  World  War  II  she  taught 
for  five  more  years  in  Avondale  Military 
School  for  Boys,  near  Washington.  At  one 
time  both  she  and  her  sister  Genevieve  Jen- 
kins Talbott  ('16)  were  teachers  at  the 
Deale,  Md.,  Elementary  School. 

It  was  when  she  was  teaching  in  Anne 
Arundel  Co.,  Md.  that  she  met  Roger  L. 
Donaldson.  They  were  married  in  Annapolis 
on  June  16,  1923.  Having  no  children  of  her 
own,  she  gave  much  devotion  and  care  to 
her-nieces  and  nephews  and,  in  turn,  to  their 
children. 

When  Mr.  Donaldson  retired  they  moved 
from  Washington  in  the  spring  of  1950  to  a 
house  overlooking  the  Rappahannock  River 
at  Morattico  near  Fannie's  birthplace.  Dur- 
ing their  14  years  together  there  they  carried 
out  Fannie's  restoration  plans  for  their  house 
and  also  helped  Genevieve  and  Ralph  Tal- 
bott with  renovations  at  Edgehill. 

Fannie  was  interested  in  genealogy  and 
local  history  and  was  particularly  proud  of 
her  work  on  the  life  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin 
Doggett,  first  Rector  of  the  White  Chapel 
Episcopal  Church  of  Lancaster  County.  She 
served  many  organizations  and  I  found  on 
her  agenda  quite  a  few  cases  of  volunteer 
welfare  work. 

She  fully  enjoyed  her  activities  with  the 
Alumnae  Association  and  acting  as  agent  for 
the  Class  of  1919  kept  her  in  close  touch  with 
the  College. 

[Editor's  note:  Mrs.  Donaldson  is  survived 
by  her  husband,  Roger  L.,  of  Warsaw;  a 
brother  Francis  W.,  Monaskon;  and  three  sis- 
ters— Genevieve  Jenkins  Talbott  '16,  Balti- 
more, Blanche  Jenkins  Myers  '21,  Potomac, 
Md.,  and  Laura  Blaisdell,  Bethesda.  At  the 
time  of  her  death  she  was  making  plans  for 
the  45th  reunion  of  her  class  to  be  held  this 
June.  She  was  an  active  member  of  the  Nina 
Bushnell  Chapter.]
